Tne Democrats do not elect a m»n, ex- 
cept it muy he their candidate for Srate 
Coul roller, who has a fltfhting chance, 
and the Populists do not elect a candi- 
date on the State ticket. 


It is uselesa to ref^r to the folly of 


three silver factions now. 
The 


advocated fusion ot the silver 


forces, regardless of consequences to 
individuals, but its advice was not 
heeded and the consequences are the 
defeat of a part of the Silver ticket in a 
State iu which a large majority of the 
voters are for free coinage. This lesson 
should not soon be forgotten by thos^t 
who desire to see Nevada populous and 
prosperous.
